The acreage of strawberry plants set out in 1943 was a way below normal and the continued 
severe drought through the Delmarva Peninsula during the 1943 growing season for strawberry 
plants has greatly affected the available supply of strawberry plants for the 1944 shipments. It 
is reported to be even smaller than it was in 1931. The supply grown by plant men will not be more 
than one third to one half of the plants available in 1943.

For Successful Strawberry Culture order your plants from a well established reliable straw- 
berry plant grower and set them out in rows about 12 or 18 inches apart in the rows in good soil 
that has been thoroughly prepared for them. Set the roots straight down in the soil with the 
crowns of the plants about level with top of soil. pack the soil firmly around them. Give frequent 
cultivation throughout the growing season. Keep all weeds and grass hoed or pulled out of the row 
of plants. Do not use any commercial fertilizer under the plants before setting them out. If com- 
mercial fertilizer is applied on the tender growing plants at any time it will injure them. Early in 
the spring while the plants are dormant is the best time to apply commercial fertilizers on fruiting 
beds.
